porter ask ed Superintendent Craig 
about running the wire through the 
pipes, he said this question was ask ed 
much more frequently than any other, 
and explained the process as follows: 
A t the tim e of the installation of 
the conduits no attention whatever is 
paid to the putting in of the wires, 
but at its completion or at any time it 
Is necessary to use the pipes for tele­ 
phone service a man is stationed in 
each of two manholes. One of them 
provided with a set of rods, each three 
feet long, which nave a hook on one 
end and a sock et at the other, enabl­ 
ing them to be joined together readily 
and firmly. One man feeds these rods 
into the conduit fastening them to 
gether as they enter.

the facts abo ut o ur po licies o r acts and 
then o ppo se them. They attack them 
o nly when they have first m isrepresent­ 
ed them, fo r a truthful recital wo uld 
leave no ro o m fo r adverse co m m ent 
Panam a. 
Panam a o ffers an instance in po int. 
Our o ppo nents can criticise w hat we 
did iu Panam a o nly o n co nditio n o f 
m isstating wffiat was do ne. The admin­ 
istratio n behaved thro ugho ut no t o nly 
with go o d faith, but with extrao rdi­ 
nary patience and large genero sity to ­ 
ward tho se with w ho m it dealt. It was 
also mindful o f American .interests. It 
acted in strict co mpliance with the law- 
passed by co ngress. Had no t Panam a 
been 
pro mptly 
reco gnized 
aud 
the 
transit acro ss the isthm us kept o pen 
in acco rdance with o ur treaty rights 
and o bligatio ns there wo uld have *en- 
sued endless guerrilla w arfare and 
po ssibly fo reign co mplicatio ns, while 
all chance o f building the canal wo uld 
have been deferred certainly fo r years, 
perhaps fo r a generatio n o r mo re. 
Criticism o f the actio n in this m atter 
is simply criticism so f the o nly po ssible 
actio n w’hieh co uld have secured the 
building o f the canal as well as the 
peace and quiet which we were by 
treaty ho und to preserve alo ng the 
line o f transit acro ss the isthmus. The 
service rendered this co untry in secur­ 
ing the perpetual right to co nstruct, 
maintain, o perate and defend the canal 
was so great th at o ur o ppo nents do no t 
venture to raise the issue in straight­ 
fo rward fashio n, fo r if so raised there 
wo uld he no issue. 
The decisive actio n which bro ught 
abo ut this beneficent result was the 
exercise by the president o f the po w­ 
ers vested in him, and in him alo ne, by 
the co nstitutio n, the po wer to reco g­ 
nize fo reign go vernments by entering 
into diplo matic relatio ns w-itli them 
and the po wer to make treaties which 
when ratified by the senate beco me un­ 
der the co nstitutio n part o f the supreme 
law o f the land.

any o ther m atter has there been the 
slightest failure to live up to the co n­ 
stitutio n in letter and in spirit.

“P lato draw s the conclusion tha t they 
w ould identify them selv es w ith their 
shadow s. Since ev ents occurring am ong 
these shadow form s are the inv ariable 
accom panim ents of all their sensations 
they would thiuk tha t they them selv es 
w ere those shadow s and liv ed and 
mov ed in a shadow world. 
“Now the shadow s can only mov e on 
the surface of the wall. 
They cannot 
approach and recede from it; hence the 
prisoners think of them selv es as hav ­ 
ing a tw o dim ensional existence only. 
And, says Plato, as these prisoners 
think of them selv es as less than they 
really are, so we in our tu rn think of 
ourselv es as less than we really are.
